COMMONS LAUGHS AS IT 
VOTES AGAINST PEACE 


SMALL NUMBER AT THE SESSIONS 


TELLS DEGREE OF INTEREST 


London, England, July 26. — The

For th» People- «t Larg* It Certainly I*, 


Says Thie Critic. 


Singing, as far as most people are

A SEVERE TEST OF SKILL 


The Varioue Proeenei That Produce 


the Conflicting Proper-tie* Neceaaary 
In Thee* Modern Projectile Refitting 
W*r*hip Jacket*. 


Only armored warships could live In 


a naval battle with modern big gun 
projectiles in use, and hence the mak- 
ing of armor plate has become a 
science. 
The manufacture of armor 


plate has developed considerably in re- 
cent years, and in no branch of the 
steel industry is there greater oppor- 
tunity for engineering and mechanical 
skill, coupled with metallurgical knowl- 
edge, thaa in the operations of forging 
and rolling; folloived by the exact heat 
treatment essential to produce the al- 
most conflicting properties necessary 
in modern armor. 


The plate must be hard, glass bard, 


to resist penetration by heavy projec- 
tiles moving at tremendous velocities, 
yet tough and fibrous enough to take 
up the momentum without cracking or 
distortion. 
Mechanically, then, the 


plate must have an extremely hard 
surface and a fibrous backing. These 
requirements were attained in part by 
the old compound armor. Molten steel 
was poured on to a -wrought iron plate 
and cooled. The slab was then re- 
heated, forged and rolled to the re- 
quired dimensions. If the operations 
were successfully carrieo>out the line 
of demarcation was scarcely visible. 


Recently a modification of this proc- 


ess was introduced to cheapen and 
render less tedious the production of 
armor. 
A layer of hard steel was 


poured into a cooled mold, the under- 
side quickly setting. On the still fluid 
or pasty surface a thick layer of soft 
steel was poured. By careful manipu- 
lation the union of the surfaces was 
almost complete, and it was impossi- 
ble to detect the breakJn composition 
on viewing the fractured section. This 
method of manufacture was undoubt- 
edly an improvement on the old com- 
pound method. 


The increasing size, velocity and 


hardness of modem armor piercing 
projectiles have necessitated the intro- 
duction of the modern armor. 
The 


process of manufacture essentially 
consists in case hardening to a depth 
of about two inches the surface of 
a homogeneous tough nickel chrome 
steel. 
Special air or self hardening 


nickel and more complex steels are 
used for lighter armor, gun shields 
and cast armored structures. 


The steel is made in Siemens fur- 


naces and carefully cast into ingots 
up to eighty tons in weight. These in- 
gots are then slabbed under powerful 
hydraulic presses (18,000 tons) or roll- 
ed direct to the required dimensions, 
depending on tlie power of the mills 
and appliances. 
During the rolling 


operation, which lasts about an hour, 
the slab is reverted and Inverted to at- 
tain uniformity cf working, and scale 
is removed by wood fagots and wa- 
ter jets. 
After rolling the plate is 


usually quenched. 


The next operation Is that of case- 


hardening, and In this two plates are 
put face to face, separated by a layer 
of the cnrburlzing reagent if It be 
solid, or if gaseous hydrocarbons be 
used the plates are slightly separated, 
to allow free passage for the harden- 
ing gases, by bricks arranged in rows. 
The plates are maintained at redness 
in a car furnace for three weeks and 
withdrawn after the hardening carbon 
has penetrated to the required depth. 
The plates nre thus carburized and so 
made capable of being hardened, but 
they are not yet actually hard. At this 
stage all holes are drilled and plugged, 
and any bending or -machining neces- 
sary is carried out. 


From this point onward the treat- 


ments differ. 
Some makers Insist on 


heating and quenching in oil or water 
to remove any coarse structure that 
may .have been formed during the 
long annealing while carburizing. The 
next essential operation is that of 
hardening, and this Is usually 
car- 


ried out in one of two "ways. Either 
Lhe plate Is uniformly heated to the 
aardening temperature and quenched 
by a series of water jets playing on the 
upper surface with sufficient force to 
prevent the formation of steam or by 
a 
process 
known 
as 
"differential 


quenching," by which the carburized 
surface is heated to a temperature 
from which It will- harden and the 
under side kept well below, so attaining 
a gradual fall in temperature from the 
:op to the bottom. The whole plate is 
Lhen immersed in water, the hotter sur- 
face alone being hardened, while the 
)ark is toughened. Further mechanical 
operations can be carried out only by 
grinding or cutting with oiyacetylene, 
as the plate has now undergone the 
.xeatment conferring maximum hard- 
ness. 


In resume, it will be noteg that there 


are three distinct operations in modern 
methods of manufacture—the mechani- 
cal working of the plate to the required 
dimensions, the carburlzation of the 
surface, 
quenching 
the 
carburlzcd 


surface to harden It. These operations 
call for exact manipulation, super- 


Istott and control, for the skill of the 


engineer and metallurgist may be put 
:o the severest tests, not of the labora- 
:ory or the testing machine, but out In 
the "gray mists," when failure of a 
inlt may imperil the safety and co- 
lesion of the whole.—Chambers' Jour- 
nal.

the keyboard In front of him. 
Xo. 


11 appeared on his "copy." He Jrept on 
tapping the keys. Then he stopped a 
moment and remarked: 


"By gum, thit's me! 
TVell, If I'm 


of any use to Uncle Sam, all right" 


"By gum, that's me!" That or some 


equivalent laconic expression was voic- 
ed by the great majority of the Srst 
thousand or two men whose red Ink 
numbers corresponded to those con- 
tained In the little capsules •which 
were drawn from the huge bowl In 
Washington. 


As fast as the numbers -were pulled 


In Washington they were sent by wire 
over the country and bulletined on 
store fronts, In hotels and elsewhere 
In public view. Apparently many cltiea 
abandoned work for the fascinating 
sensation of follow Ing the progress of 
the one lottery which has legal sanc- 
tion. Except for being Immeasurably 
more important and serious. It was like 
keeping track of a world's series game 
on a bulletin board. Most persons, par- 
ticularly those whose low numbers in 
the drawing made the call for their ex- 
amination for the draft a certainty, be- 
haved soberly. 


Here and there was a young patriot 


so anxious to get to France for a 
whack at the foe that he laughed ex- 
ultantly and even bragged about his 
number 
being among the 
earliest 


drawn. There is even one record In 
stance of a man who wanted so to be 
conscripted and was so sure be would 
be that he had made a bet that his 
number would be the first one out of 
the globe at Washington. 
With the 


octds 10,499 to 1 against him he won 
His number was 258. 
He threw up 


his hat and went home to break the 
good news to his father. This man, 
who may fairly be called as happy as 
any in New York today, has not a 
Yankee name. He Is Xlcolo Scotelario, 
a medical student, twenty-two years 
old. 


The lottery was held In the public 


hearing room of the senate office build 
Ing, with war department officials in 
charge of tbe actual drawing and witb 
members of the senate and bouse mili- 
tary affairs committees as witnesses 
Through tbe day there was a small 
crowd of spectators, but altogether 
probably less than a thousand persons 
saw any part of the process.

Fixing Quotas Next Step. 


For the benefit of those who now have 


their numbers and know about the or- 
der In which they are likely to be called 
for examination under the selective 
draft law It may be stated that the next 
official move to be made, according to 
the regulations, Is: 


The determination by the governor of 


the quotas to be called and furnished 
by tbe several local boards. 


This will determine how many men 


from your district must go into the 
service. The possibility of exemption1; 
will necessitate the examination of two 
or three times aa many men us a<- 
needed.

Information of registrants says: 


As soon, as quotas are assigned 


each state and each board, each 1> 
will call upon persons whose card 
in its jurisdiction instructing the.

This call will be posted at the office 
the local board and the papers will 
requested to print It A notice will al~ 
be mailed to you, but the posting of th 
list at the office of the board will be 
deemed sufficient notice to charge yo\ 
with the duty of presenting yourself 


The law therefore makes it your dut. 


to Inform yourself when you are calico 
The mailing Is for your convenience, but 
If the letter never reaches you yon can 
not make that an excuse. 


Watch the lists at the office of your 


board and see when you; are '-lied for 
examination. 


You must report for phvslcal exam 


Inatlon on the day named in your call. 


(a) If you are found physically dis- 


qualified the board will give you a cer- 
tificate which will explain to you what 
your further duties are 


(b) If you are found physically qual- 


ified and file a claim for exemption 
within seven dajs after your call you 
will be given ten days after filing your 
claim of exemption to file proof In sup- 
port of your claim of exemption. 


(c) If you are found physically qual- 


ified and file no claim for exemption 
or if you do not appear for phjslcal 
examination your name will be posted 
to the district board as one who was 
called for military service and wai. - 
exempted or discharged. 


On tbe eighth day nftfr call or with- 
n two days thereafter copies of tbe 
list of persons so posted to the district 
boards will bo given to the press with 
a request for publication, will be post 
ed In a place at tbe office of the local 
board accessible to the public view 
and notice will be mailed to 7011 a!
